9  OF  14  DEBATES 

Welch,  Upper  Iowa,  First: 

Orth.  Schick  Place  Second, 

Third  in  Individual  Ratings. 

On  Wednesday.  Feb.  7,  1S40, 
the  Wartburg  college  debate  squad 
met .  Dubuque  and  Upper  Iowa 
universities  in  a  triangular  debate 
tournament  at  Wartburg  college. 
Wartburg  emerged  with  the  larg¬ 
est  number  of  victories,  winning 
nine  of  14  debates,  although  Up¬ 
per  Iowa  No.  1  was  undefeated  in 
five  debates.  Dubuque  university 
won  only  two  debates  ont  of  eight 
since  they  were  unable  to  remain 
for  the  entire  tournament  which 
consisted  of  five  rounds. 

In  the  individual  ratings  Welch 
of  Upper  Iowa  placed  first  with 
an  average  score  of  56  in  five 
debates.  Orth,  representing  Wart¬ 
burg,  ranlied  second  with  an  av- 
j  erage  of  54  in  three  debates. 
.'  Schick,  also  of  Wartburg,  placed 
I  third  with  an  average  score  of 
1 53  in  four  debates.  Franke  of 
I  Wartburg.  Caswell  of  Upper  Iowa, 
I  and  Nagel  of  Dubuque  all  tied  for 
I  fourth  place  with  scores  of  51. 
I  Leeseberg  of  Wartburg  was  sev¬ 
enth  with  a  score  of  50,  followed 
!  by  Conner  of  Dubuque  and  Land- 
grebe  of  Wartburg.  who  tied  for 
eighth  place  with  a  score  of  48.

This 
country  has  more  religion  per 
square  mile  than  any  other  coun¬ 
try  in  the  world.  It  has  the  sec¬ 
ond  largest  group  of  people. 

"If  you  want  to  see  costly  ap¬ 
parel,”  said  the  missionary,  "go 
India.  On  the  other  hand,  60 
million  people  go  to  bed  hungry 
every  night.  The  average  wage 
of  the  average  family  in  India  is 
ten  cents  per  day.”
